Statement 
of the Ministry of foreign Affairs of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea 


The Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the D.P.R.K. issued on December 12, 1960 a statement 
in connection with the current situation in the Republic of the Congo created due fo the 
oufrageous inferference and aggression hy the U.S. imperialists. 


The statement reads in full: 


The situation of the Republic of the Congo 
has today been extremely aggravated and 
the national independence of the Congolese 
people is in a grave crisis owing to the high- 
handed interference and aggression by the 
U.S. imperialists. 

Recently the U.S. imperialists and their 
accomplices instigated the Mobutu band, 
their placemen, to illegally arrest Lumumba, 
Prime Minister of the legitimate govern- 
ment of the Republic of the Congo, Chairmen 
of the Upper and Lower Houses of the Parlia- 
ment and cther leaders and patriots, and 
barbarously persecute them. 

Thus, the activities of the legitimate 
government of the Republic of the Congo 
enjoying the absolute support of the popular 
masses have been completely suspended. 


This is the result of the sinister machina- 
tions persistently perpetrated by the U.S. 
imperialists since the proclamation of in- 
dependence of the Republic of the Congo to 
overthrow the legitimate government of 
Lumumba and turn the Congo into their 
complete colony. 


Pursuing their own aggressive aim through 
Secretary-General Hammarskjold, 
their servant, the U.S. imperialists have 
continuously defended the Belgian colonial- 
ists, steadily paralysed the functions of the 
lawful government of Lumumba by pulling 
Wires behind the “U.N. Command” and de- 
Prived the Republic of the Congo led by 
Lumumba of its legitimate representation in 
the United Nations. 
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At the same time, the U.S. imperialists in- 
stigated the Mobutu gang, their jackals, to 
perpetrate all kinds of outrages and reduce 
the Congo to a lawless land. 

The Mobutu gang, under the instigation 
and support of the U.S. imperialists, have 
illegally expelled the embassies of the So- 
viet Union, Czechoslovakia and Ghana in 
the Congo, severed diplomatic relations with 
the United Arab Republic and are threaten- 
ing the diplomatic representatives of other 
countries which support the legitimate cen- 
tral government of the Congo. 

The ringleader of all these criminal acts 
is the U.S. imperialist aggressors. 

By strangulating the just struggle of the 
Congolese people for winning complete na- 
tional independence, the U.S. imperialists 
are frantically trying to bar the struggle of 
the Asian and African peoples for winning 
and upholding social progress and national 
independence and place them under their 
subjugation. 

Such aggressive scheme of the U.S. im- 
perialists is a grave challenge not only to 
the Congolese people but also to all the other 
African peoples as well as the world 
peaceloving people and a menace to peace 
and security of the world. 


The Korean people resolutely denounce 
and condemn with burning indignation the 
wanton, aggressive acts of the U.S. imperi- 
alists against the Congo. 

We strongly hold that the interference and 
aggression perpetrated against the Congo

by the Belgian and other imperialist powers 
headed by U.S. imperialism under the U.N. 
signboard should be immediately terminated, 
Mobutu and other criminals be punished and 
the rebellious units be disarmed. 

The Korean people strongly hold that the 
barbarous persecution of Lumumba and 
other leaders of the Congo should be 
brought to an immediate end, they should 
be released at once and the functions of the 
legitimate government headed by Lumumba 
and the Parliament of the Republic of the 
Congo be restored without delay. 


Today the U.S.. imperialists are perpe- 
trating vicious aggression against national 
independence and freedom and _ disturbing 
peace and security not only in the Congo 
but in all parts of the world. 


The U.S. imperialist aggressors occupied 
the southern part of our country, turned it 
into their colony and military base and are 
ruthlessly suppressing the South Korean 
people.

As proved by historical experiences, the 
imperialist aggressors do not step down of 
their own accord and the people can win 
ultimate victory only by uniting firmly and 
waging a decisive struggle against the im- 
perialist aggressors for national independ- 
ence and freedom.
